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Where one induces another through false and fraudulent representations to execute a contract for the purchase of real property 
assertedly owned by a third person, there is a cause of action in fraud for damages sustained where the third person has no 


right to convey the property. | False representations that the representor's personal property is owned by a third person are also 


actionable.”
